BODY supposed to be that of a

Deputy Coroner J. M. Simmons and 
Deputy Constable J. J. Anderson of 
Hazen were notified and went to the 
scene at once. An inquest was held 
at the scene yesterday afternoon, the 
jury bringing in a verdict that the 
man was murdered by a party or par- 
ties unknown to them. The body was 
buried at the scene. 


Every indication was that a murder 


had been committed.

bullet hole in the left ear, and a 'dried 
up pool of blood on the ground beside 
the head. Ten feet away a 3S-calibre 
hammerless gun was found, without 
shells and showing no signs of having 
been used.

CAPITAL PUNISHMENT 


R 


EV. EMIL A. MEURT of Jersey City is conducting 
a campaign against capital punishment, and he pro- 


poses to witness an execution there today for the purpose 
of gaining information to fortify his position. He claims 
consciousness does not leave a victim of the law the mo- 
ment the drop falls, and he wishes to veiify his informa- 
tion on that point. It is asserted criminals have been 
known to give signals after their neck has been broken, 
showing they retained consciousness. 


To be sure, it is the aim of the law to make the execu- 


tion of the death penalty painless, but, if it is true that 
there are a few moments of agony, the fact does not con- 
stitute an argument why the penalty should not be inflict- 
ed. It may afford a reason why the method of execution 
should be changed, but it cannot be held up as proof that 
murderers should not forfeit their lives to the law. The 
average person, while revolting against anything like tor- 
ture on the gallows, will not be moved by knowledge of 
the fact that, to the murderer, who has ruthlessly, cruelly 
taken the life- of his victim, caring nothing about the de- 
gree of duration of the suffering inflicted, there comes a 
moment of agony when he pays the penalty that the law 
prescribes. 


There are reasons against the infliction of the death 


penalty just as there are reasons why the penalty should 
be maintained as part of our system of punishments. The 
greatest argument against it, outside of the broad one 
based on the general principle that it is a fearful thing 
to take the life of a human being, is that there is danger 
in many cases that innocence will go to the gallows. 
While most people will admit that a murderer should die, 
a very great number assenting to that doctrine shrink 
from the possibility of an innocent being sent to death 
through mistakes in the administration of justice. 


The feeling against the taking of human life, even in 


the case of murderers, is so pronounced' that a great many 
people would welcome a cha'nge were it possible to substi- 
tute punishment that would be out of the reach of execu- 
tive clemency. Did we have a system under which a person 
convicted of murder could be imprisoned for life, having 
no hope of regaining his freedom excepting upon absolute 
proof of innocence, a great many more people would advo- 
cate abolition of capital punishment. The great difficulty 
is that the decrees of the law are too often upset, and 
this is particularly true in cases in which men are im- 
mured* for life for murder, having escaped the gallows 
through the clemency of juries. If they have persistent 
or influential friends the executive is bombarded with ap- 
peals for pardon or commutation after the case has par- 
tially passed from the public mind, and in too many cases 
the murderer eventually walks forth a free man. 


There are meritorious cases calling for clemency, bulr 


in too many instances the criminal is 
fieed 
through 


trumped up evidence or through appeals to sympathy. 
Thus is comes about that many people who would prefer 
to see the death penalty abolished shrink from open ad- 
vocacy of such a policy.

The decision is a victory for the followers of the sect,

care for the ill according to their .belief. The three scien- 
.tists were indicted by the Westchesler grand jury on 
•October 31, 1902, and they have beer> fighting the case in 
the courts ever since.

night th.j county officers or the attend- 
ants at ihe asylum have not been ablf 
to find a trace of the unfortunate 
woman. It is feared she may be dead, 
or if noi to be suffering from the ef- 
fects of exposure. 


Mrs. Walsh is described by the Tios- 


pi'al authorities as being about 35 
years of age, of medium height and 
weighs about 125 pounds. Her cheek 
bones are prominent. Her complexion 
is light, while she has heavy brown 
hair and blue eyes. When last seen she 
wore no hat and was attired in a black 
skirt and tan waist, as well as a black 
silk kimona. 


Mrs. Walsh is the wife of Patrick 


Walsh oE Goldfleld and has four young 
children, the oldest being- not more 
than ten year5 of age, while the young- 
est is only eighteen months old. The 
demented woman was brought to the 
asylum from Hawthorne by her hus- 
band last Saturday evening. She first 
showed signs of insanity at Goldfield 
about one month ago. At that time she 
tried to kill her husband with a. large] 
butcher knife. 
Prompt action is all 


that prevented the tragedy at that 
time. Mrs. "Walsh had not been in good 
health and this affected her mind to 
such an extent that her husband de- 
cided to place her where she would re- 
ceive skilled treatment. At Hawthorne 
while awaiting examination the de- 
mented woman escaped from her nurse, 
but was soon captured. At times she 
is apparently as sane as any person, 
remaining so for a week or more at a 
time when she again loses her reason. 
The physicians state that she is not 
hopelessly insane and were in hopes 
that a few months at the asylum would 
restore her reason. 


Mr. and Mrs. Walsh, in addition to 


being well known in southern Nevada, 
were at one time residents of Park Oity, 
Utah, where they were married. They 
left Park Cily about three years ago 
to locate at Goldfield.
